It will, therefoie, be 
readily seen that with the present large 
TOtinp, precincts the delay in determin- 
ing the result of the election will be 
most exasperating. 


The most urgent reason for making 


the change is that it would reduce the 
opportunity for illegal proceeding in 
the canvass. This is a consummation 
devoutly to bo wished by eve*y good 
citizen. 


The cost would be a trifle more, to be 


sure, but the vital interests and rights of 
the people demand tlut there should be 
it reform in this matter, and the proper 
authorities should give it due considera- 


tion. 


As intimated nbuve, the entire man- 


agement of this business rests with the 
Conuty Commissioners of the several 
counties. There are only a few places 
in the State, however, to which the rule 
of change shoiiM be applied. These are 
Virginia City, Carson, Reno, Eureka, 
Austin, Candelariu, and possibly Haw- 
thorne. 
In 110 place should there be a 


precinct with more than 200 votes in it, 
and even less wonld be better. 


The spirit of advancement in this re- 


spect throughout the United States is 
indicated by the passage of laws to se- 
cure the more speedy canvassing of the 
election returns, und the people of the 
Sagebrush State should keep up with 
the times.
